Far  exceeds  estimate  at  $S.2  million,  standing  room  only! 


Excitement  Prevails 

Bowers  and  Merena  auction  sales  always 
make  news,  and  the  Rarities  Sale  held  in 
Orlando  in  January  confirmed  the  rule.  It  was 
a  standing-room  only  crowd  as  Dave  Bowers 
welcomed  the  audience  to  the  firm’s  inaugural 
event  for  the  new  year.  By  the  time  the  sale  was 
over — punctuated  by  a  dinner  tendered  to  the 
registered  bidders — $5,200,000  worth  of 
choice,  rare,  and  interesting  coins  had  changed 
hands — dehghting  consignors  and  bidders  alike. 

Showcased  were  the  Pennsylvania 
Collection,  the  Waterbury  Collection,  and 
other  properties,  presented  in  a  Grand  Format 
catalogue  and  also  distributed  on  the  internet. 
Auctioneers  included  Christine  Karstedt  and 
John  Babalis  in  addition  to  Bowers.  Action  was 
intense  from  beginning  to  end,  with  scarcely  a 
pause  for  reflection! 

“More  and  more  collectors — old  timers  as 
well  as  new  faces — are  realizing  that  forming  a 
coin  collection  can  be  a  challenge,  a  lot  offtin, 
and,  with  good  market  conditions,  a  great 
investment,  too — like  having  your  cake  and 
eating  it  too!”  Dave  Bowers  remarked  as  the 
final  lot  was  sold. 

Colonials  and  Copper  Coins 

The  Bowers  and  Merena  Rarities  Sale  began 
with  a  “treasure  find,”  a  worn  and  somewhat 
porous  1652  Massachusetts  Pine  Tree  shilling, 
recently  excavated  in  the  state  ofits  origin,  that 
set  the  pace  at  $2,990  (all  prices  include  the  15% 
buyer’s  fee),  quickly  followed  by  a  VF  example 
of  the  1783  J.  Chalmers  shilling  that  exceeded 
expectations  at  $2,875. 

Soon  a  gem  1793  Wreath  cent,  graded 
Specimen-65  BN  (NGC),  the  second  finest 
known  for  the  variety,  brought  $92,000  after 


heated  competition,  perhaps  reflecting  that 
money  was  plentiful  in  the  audience,  while  the 
opportunity  to  acquire  such  a  delicacy  was  rare. 
Small  cents  included  a  classic  gem  1856  Flying 
Eagle  cent,  Proof-65  (PCGS),  that  sold  for 
$19,500,  a  rare  1858/7  Flying  Eagle  cent  graded 
MS-64  (NGC)  that  brought  $11,500,  an  1869 
Indian  cent  graded  MS-66  RD  (NGC),  that 
sold  for  $5,290,  and  a  prized  1873  Doubled 
LIBERTY  cent  graded  MS-63  BN  (PCGS) 
that  realized  $8,740! 

An  Amazing  Collection  of 
Buffalo  Nickels 

A  highlight  of  the  evening  was  the  featured 
presentation  of  the  spectacular  Pennsylvania 
Collection  of  Buffalo  Nickels,  the  PCGS  Set 
Registry  Set  #2.  While  in  recent  times,  20th- 
century  coins  have  met  with  strong  prices 
realized  in  several  series,  it  seems  that  the 
enthusiasm  for  such  issues  only  grows  with  each 
offering.  This  present  set  was  different  inasmuch 
as  the  owner  had  not  only  collected  “high 
numbers,”  but  also  spent  a  great  deal  of  extra 
effort  in  obtaining  well-struck  pieces  with 
excellent  eye  appeal. 

The  first  coin  offered,  a  1913  Type  I  graded 
Matte  Proof-67  (PCGS)  sold  for  $7,130,  a  very 
strong  price,  but  after  the  second  coin,  a 
circulation  strike  1913  Type  I  Buffalo  nickel 
graded  MS-68  (PCGS)  soared  to  $19,550, 
applause  broke  out- — and  the  stage  was  set  for  truly 
remarkable  results.  For  the  better  part  of  an  hour 
as  coin  after  coin  met  widi  unbridled  competition! 

Notable  results  such  as  a  1913-D  Type  II 
nickel  graded  MS-67  (PCGS)  at  $23,000,  a 
1914  Matte  Proof-68  (PCGS)  for  a  mind- 
bogghng  $23,000,  a  Gem  1914-D  graded  MS- 
(contiiiued  on  page  8)

C iaptain  Thomas  Machin'scurious  “mill,”  a  “private  manu¬ 
factory  ofhardware,”  was  situated  on  the  shore  of Orange  Fond, 
near  Newburgh,  New  York.  S.S.  Crosby’s  Eurly  Coinsof America 
furnishes  some  delightful  reading  (under  “Vermont”  coinage) 
of  this  curious  venture.  This  minting  facility  has  captivated 
numismatists  ever  since,  and  it  is  probably  safe  to  say  that  ifit  had 
never  e.visted,  the  cumulative  file  of  The  Colonial  Netnsletter 
would  be  1(1%  less  voluminous  than  it  is  now!

In  Mint  St.rtc  the  1 9.V)-S  is  several  times  rarer  than  the  19.^1  - 
S,  for  several  reasons:  First,  the  19.10-Sdidnothavean  enticingly 
low  mintage,  and  not  much  attention  was  paid  to  it.  .Second,  the 
country  was  entering  the  Depression,  and  people  were  cautious 
in  buying.  Third,  in  contract  the  I9.ri-S  nickel  came  at  an  even 
deeper  time  in  the  Depression,  but  when  coin  collecting  was  just 
beginning  a  dynamic  growth  in  interest.

(NGC)  that  realized  $7,590,  and 
a  1918-D  dime  graded  MS-64  FB 
(PCGS)  that  attracted  so  much 
attention  that  it  was  driven  to  an 
amazing  $12, 650!John  Pack,  the 
auction  director  for  Bowers  and 
Merena  Galleries,  commented: 

“Even  before  the  sale  began,  with 
the  tremendous  enthusiasm  of 
mail  bidders  and  others  already 
evident,  I  know  it  would  be  a 
success — but  I  did  not  imagine 
that  tills  would  be  one  of  the  most 
action-packed  auctions  of  recent 
times!” 

Quarters  included  an  1819

Liberty  Seated  issues  included  an 
1836  Gobrecht  issue,  J-60, 


graded  Proof-61  (PCGS)  that  earned  $13,800, 
while  an  1860  dollar  graded  Proof-64  (PCGS) 
brought  $9,775.  A  very  rare  transitional  pattern 
issue,  the  1865  With  Motto  in  silver,  was 
represented  by  choice  example  graded  Proof- 
64  (PCGS)  that  soared  to  a  much  higher  than 
expected  $27,600. 

Other  notable  silver  dollars  included  a  rare 
1889-CC  graded  MS-61  DMPL  (PCGS)  that 
sold  for  $18,400,  a  superb  gem  1895  graded 
Proof-67  DCAM  (PCGS)  that  sold  for 
$62,100,  and  a  1934-S  Peace  dollar  graded  MS-

1795  Heraldic  Eagle  $5  gold  graded  MS-64 
(PCGS)  which  sold  for  an  impressive  $241,500! 

The  gold  highlights  continued  as  a  rare  and 
popular  1861-D  half  eagle  graded  MS-61 
(PCGS)  brought  $55,200,  a  choice  1911-D  $5 


gold  graded  MS-63  (PCGS)  sold  for  $14,950, 
and  the  finest  known  1798/7  eagle  graded  MS- 
61  (PCGS)  realized  an  exciting  $178,250! 
Action  was  onward  and  upward  as  an  1898  eagle 
graded  Proof-65  DCAM  (PCGS)  realized 
$34,500,  a  superb  gem  1906-S  eagle  graded 
MS-67  (PCGS),,  the  finest  certified  by  this 
service,  brought  $29,900,  while  another 
American  classic,  the  1907  With  Periods  $10, 
Wire  Edge,  graded  MS-65  (PCGS)  rose  to 
$33,350. 

Double  eagles  rounded  out  the  offering  of

Among  other  issues,  a  mint  error  1922-S 
silver  dollar,  broadstruck  with  plain  edge,  AU- 
58  that  realized  $7,130,  and  a  broadstruck  Proof 
1973-S  Eisenhower  dollar  graded  Proof-63  that 
sold  for  $7,475  to  a  well-known  but  in  this 
iristance  private  California  executive  (via  a 
phone  bid),  and  an  exceptional  1893 
Columbian  Exposition  half  dollar  graded  MS- 
67  (PCGS)  excelled  at  $12,650. 

Patterns  Excite! 

The  Waterbury  Collection  of  pattern  five- 
cent  pieces  was  described  by  Dave  Bowers  at 
the  podium  as  the  finest  selection  of  this 
denomination  he  had  handled  since  the  Maj.

j.W.  Asks:  Here  are  a  couple  of  questions  of  interest  to  me  that  will  probably  be  of 
interest  to  many  readers  if  you  decide  to  use  them: 

My  aged  in-laws  continue  to  grieve  over  a  valuable  heirloom  gold  coin  that  the 
family  was  “forced”  to  turn  in  by  the  executive  order  of  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt  in  1933. 
Did  the  government  make  any  attempt  to  sort  out  such  rare  coins  or  were  they  all 
melted  down  indiscriminately? 

Alsor  are  there  any  rules  of  thumb  for  evaluating  the  value  of  holed  coins  versus 
unholed  coins  of  the  same  condition?  Thanks.  Your  publications  are  a  delight  to  alt  of  us. 

CC  ANSWERS:  With  regard  to  the  government  sorting  out  rare  coins,  the  records,  of 
course,  are  silent  on  this!  However,  one  might  hope  that  some  rarities  were  saved. 

With  regard  to  holed  coins,  generally  such  pieces  are  desirable  only  as  fillers,  unless 
they  are  of  a  particularly  rare  date.  Over  the  years  quite  a  few  holed  coins— such  as  1796 
quarters,  1794  silver  dollars,  and  the  like— have  been  expertly  repaired  and  have  found  new 
markets,  sometimes  with  the  repairs  mentioned  and  sometimes  not. 

I  remember  that  when  I  was  a  kid  and  a  gem  1909-S  V.D.B.  cent  was  worth  $15  to  $20, 
1  saw  a  listing  for  a  holed  one  for  just  a  dollar.  I  called  or  wrote,  and  was  told  that  hundreds 
of  orders  had  arrived  before  mine! 

By  the  way,  there  are  some  coins  that  are  available  only  in  holed  form  and  are  eminently 
desirable  as  such,  as  that  is  the  way  they  were  used— such  as  the  1820  North  West  Co. 
“beaver”  token  (listed  in  the  Guide  Book),  certain  political  tokens,  etc.

The  brown  / 
rose  stamp,  used  as  postage  for  mailing  bundles  of  newspapers,  is  the  only  known  example 
from  a  special  printing  of  100  stamps  by  the  Continental  Bank  Note  Co.  Only  two  of  the 
stamps  were  sold  during  the  nine  years  they  were  available.  German  stamp  dealer  Paul 
Lietzow  purchased  one  in  1877  and  another  in  1880.  No  value  can  be  set  on  the  stamp 
until  it  comes  up  for  auction  or  a  private  sale  is  recorded,  said  Wayne  Youngblood, 
publisher  of  Stamp  Collector  magazine.  ‘If  it  comes  up  for  sale  and  there  are  two  newspaper 
stamp  collectors  looking  to  create  a  high  profile  collection,  the  value  of  the  stamp  could 
be  $1  million,’  said  Youngblood,  ‘If  there  are  no  newspaper  collectors  buying  at  that 
time,  the  value  could  be  in  th4  thousands.^  The  stamp  is  now  in  the  hands  of  an  unidentified 
private  collector.”

A  Memorable  Magazine  Iseue 


The  summer  2002  issue  of  American  Art:  Smithsonian 
American  Art  Museum  contained  a  wonderful  article  by  William 
E.  Hagans,  “Saint-Gaudens,  Zorn,  and  the  Goddesslike  Miss 
Anderson.”  The  cover  depicted  the  Sherman  Victory 
Monument  at  the  southeast  corner  of  Central  Park,  quite 
familiar  to  our  own  readers  as  it  has  been  illustrated  a  number 
of  times  in  our  own  publications.  This  statue,  completed  by 
Augustus  Saint-Gaudens  in  1903,  included  the  standing  figure 
of  Victory  that  was  later  used  on  the  MCMVIl  (1907)  double 
eagle.  The  other  person  mentioned  in  the  article  title  was 
Anders  Zorn  (1860-1920),  an  acquaintance  of  Saint-Gaudens. 
A  portrait  by  Zorn,  Mrs.  Potter  Palmer,  1893,  depicts  a  lady 
standing  in  a  gown,  coincidentally  done  the  same  year  that 
Mrs.  Palmer  was  in  charge  of  the  Board  of  Lady  managers, 
issuer  of  the  1893  Isabella  quarter  (this  distinction  was  not  mentioned 
in  the  article).  Another  illustration  shows  Saint-Gaudens  reclining  in  a 
chair,  dressed  in  a  suit,  and  looking  quite  distinguished.  Still  another 
depicts  Hettie  Anderson,  a  woman  who  is  currently  believed  to  have 
been  the  model  for  an  early  study  for  the  head  of  Victory  and,  later,  on 
the  $20  gold  piece. 

The  commentary  noted  that  art  historian  John  Dryfhout,  a  long 
time  student  of  Saint-Gaudens,  unearthed  the  information  leading  to  the 


present  attribution,  which  “largely  dispels”  the  popular  thought  that  Davida  Clark  or  Elizabeth 
Sherman  Cameron  may  have  been  the  models. 

We  were  sufficiently  impressed  with  the  magazine  and  the  article  that  we  forthwith  sent  $30 
for  our  own  subscription.  Our  present  readers  are  encouraged  to  do  the  same  to:  American  Art, 
Office  of  Publications,  Smithsonian  American  Art  Museum,  Washington,  DC  20560-0970.
